The Kite, with Lieut. Peary’s bo rae 
on board, after leaving Godhavn, or Lieveiy, 
as it is known to the English whalers, 
steamed northward toward Upernavik, 
where she arrived ai 3 A.M. on July 2. 
The coast here ie mach broken and indented 
with tiords, which run for miles inland. The 
Ligh mountain spurs forming their sides are 
cut off by arms of the sea, so that this part 
of the Greenland coast is rather a great 
atchipelago than an unbroken wail of rock. 
Upernavik, like Godhayn, is built upon aa 
island, and, owing to a dense fog which 
hung over the mountaims to about 10 fect 
of the sea, it was very ditlicult to find.
